The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The instant invention is deemed to be a non-obvious improvement over the invention of GB Pat. No. 2,225,063 A. The 
improvement comprised the use of a plurality of flow deflectors extending from one side of the cooling gallery and engaging the other 
side of the cooling gallery. The structure and arrangement of GB Pat. No. 2,225,063 A's flow deflector prevents its duplication within 
the cooling gallery; therefore it would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide a plurality of flow deflectors 
as claimed.
